Arnall Advises 
Hard Politics 
To Save South

TALLAHASSEE, Fla., March 25. 
Georgia's new Governor, Ellis Ar- 
nall, warned his brother Gover- 
nors of the south today that noth- 
ing put cold-blooded politics, 
waged with a reientiess 
would rescue the south from its 
accepted role as a disfavored tom- 
cat prowling around ae political 


and economic backyards of a na- 
tion addicted to sectional snob- 
bery. 

Arnall was making his first 
speech as a neophyte in the South- 
ern Governors’ Conference and he 
gave his fellow Governors, assem- 
bled under the pleasant Florida 
sunshine, a realistic imitation of 
a snowplow. He insisted that hard, 
practical politics, waged by a 
united south during the oncoming 
national »olitical year, would be 
the only means of determining 
whether this area of the United 
States shall be a desert or an 
oasis. 

Political Unity. 

He insisted that nothing but po- 
litical unity during the 1944 presi- 
dential convention could cure the 
old habits of national leaders who 
make the south sit up on its hind 
legs and beg for morsels. 

“It is time.” said Arnall, “that 
sectionalism in this land is dead— 
and buried. It is time for a na- 
tional government. We in Georgia 
are going with those who offer us 
the most. | hope you fellows’— 
waving his hand at the assembled 
Governors—“will go along with us. 
We can help ourselves. 

“We should know by now that 
we have done nothing but listen to 
the songs and dances of empty 
promises. We have been held back 
by the powers that be.” 

Freight Rates. 

Arnall admitted that he was 
very concerned over the freight 
rate differentials, but, he said: 

“Those freight rates all came 
about by politics. 

“While all of us are interested 
in waging our battle in the courts 
for just treatment at the hands of 
the railroads, I don’t see why we 
can't resort to the same unceasing 
fight to correct all our problems. 

“We must stand together. We 
are fighting a war. That war is an 
effort to obtain fair treatment for 
the minority groups all over the 
world.

British Road 
Across Wadi 
Is Wiped Out

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, March 25.—() 
American troops throwing a cor- 
don around Marshal Rommel’s be- 
sieged Mareth line forces were re- 
ported today to have won control 
of the last mountain barrier over- 
looking the Axis coastal lifeline 
only 28 miles away. 

Field dispatches said the troops 
of Lieutenant General George S. 
Patton Jr. were fanning out on 
both sides of the highway a few 
miles short of Mezzouna, whose 
airfield already has been pounded 
by American “Long Toms,” the 
155-millimeter rifles. 

Seventy-five miles to the south- 
east in the Mareth line, Axis artil- 
lery was duelling with British 
Eighth Army guns in an apparent 
stalemate after German troops had 
wiped out a large part of early 
British penetrations of an offen- 
sive begun last Saturday night. 

British Roadway. 

On Monday German tanks and 
infantrymen launched a powefful 
counterattack which by Tuesday 
had erased a 100-yard British road- 
way thrown across the Wadi Ziga- 
zou at the eastern end of the 
Mareth line. A delayed dispatch

British Fall Back 
Over Hell Highway

WITH THE BRITISH EIGHTH ARMY AT THE MAR- 
ETH LINE, March 23.—(Delayed)—(AP)—The Germans, 
attacking a 100-yard road across the Wadi Zigzaou which 
was the lifeline of the British bridgehead through the Mar- 
eth line, poured tanks and infantry into battle yesterday in 
such numbers that they closed this breach today after 24 
hours of fierce fighting. 

Thus the British troops who had penetrated the Axis 
line came back across the “highway to hell” to dig in on 
the east side of the Wadi—the first time they had fallen 
back in their 1,700-mile advance across Africa from Egypt. 

The “highway to hell” was a crude strip of rocks and 
brushwood flung into the marshy land of the Wadi—the 
almost dry river bed—by British engineers under artillery 
cover in their weekend attack against the Nazi strongpoint, 
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Allied Troops Advance on Mareth Line Through Barbed Wire. 


It became the thin line of communication and supply across 
the Wadi for the British, fighting grimly to maintain their 
gain. 

For three days and nights the road was raked by ma- 
chinegun and shellfire and was thus at point-blank range 
of the German guns during the night the Eighth Army at- 
tacked the Mareth line. Everything that moved across it 
ran a gantlet of flying steel. 


Every time a’shell ripped out a chunk of the road, men 
rushed out, braving death, to repair the damage. 

During those three days the Mareth line was first crack- 
ed and then broken, with the 100-yard road the only tenuous 
line over which men, tanks and supplies could move. 

Then the Germans attacked in force yesterday and 
closed the breach. 

The British managed to send some tanks across the 
shell-swept road to support the infantry holding the bridge- 
head on the west bank of the Wadi, but there were not 
enough antitank guns in position to hold the wave of 30 
which the Germans sent in to support the Nazi infantry 
in the counterattack. 

The “highway to hell” was a bottleneck for tanks and 
guns.

The second most frequently 
mentioned penalty—suggested by 
about 11 per cent—is that workers 
be laid off or discharged from 
their jobs. Many war plants have 
instituted ‘policies of “enforced 
furloughs” for absenteeism with- 
out good excuse. 

The remaining 32 per cent who 
mentioned penalties offered a va- 
riety of suggestions ranging from 
fines to jail sentences. 

Although about 1 per cent of 
those questioned thought absen- 
teeism without cause is nonexist- 
ent and wanted no penalties and 8 
per cent had no opinions.

This Is Easy 

There is no reasonable excuse for any feeling 
of deprivation, by any of us, in the meat 
rationing system now to go into effect. 

According to the point values set up by 
OPA, we can all have two pounds of beefsteak 
a week. That is, if our meat appetite runs 
exclusively to that cut. There are other popu- 
lar cuts and meats which, with lower point 
values, will give more weekly poundage than 
this. 

Of course, from this total of two pounds, 
must be subtracted what we desire in the way 
of butter, cheese, etc. But no one is going to 
suffer even if they are limited, individually, to 
a quarter pound of butter, a quarter pound of 
cheese and a pound and a half of beef per 
week. 

Also, whenever we eat at restaurant or 
hotel, the food we consume there will not be 
counted against our ration points. Though 
public eating places have, themselves, been 
rationed to three-fourths of their normal sup- 


, 


plies. 
The rationing of meats and butter and other 


fats and oils should prove highly advantageous 
to the average family. For it will mean they 
will be able to get their fair share of these 
foods, whereas of recent weeks many have 
found it impossible to buy any—or at best very 
littie—meat. 

Fair sharing of the supplies available is the 
basic idea behind all food rationing. Which is 
an idea which should command the full ap- 
proval and support of every American. For it 
embodies the very spirit of American fair play.

Successful Experiment | 

The American Air Forces in England, under 
command of Major General! Ira C. Eaker have, 
for many weeks, been staging a series of day- 
light bombing raids over Germany. These are 
high altitude, precision bombing sorties. They 
have wreaked terrific damage on important 
enemy targets and the box score of planes 
destroyed is heavily in our favor. 

On two raids last week, for instance, it was 
disclosed by General Eaker we destroyed 80 
enemy planes with a loss of only five of our 
own bombers. In addition, he listed 29 enemy 
planes probably destroyed and 32 others dam- 
aged. 

For the whole period of the daylight bomb- 
ings, we have destroyed 356 Axis planes against 
a loss of 90 of our own. 

Yet, despite this score, the whole series of 
daylight bombings has been merely in the 
nature of an experiment. Our air force leaders 
wanted to find out if daylight bombing could 
be conducted without incurring too heavy 
losses. The record proves, emphatically, that 
it can. 

We may, therefore, anticipate a great step- 
ping up of the tempo of our daylight raids, as 
well as heavy American participation in the 
night bombing raids hitherto operated by the 
RAF alone. 

General Eaker told, in a recent interview, 
of new United States bombers which will shortly 
be coming off the production lines which will 
carry three or four times the bomb load of 
Flying Fortresses, which will be bigger and 
faster, also. 

And, reverting again to daylight bombing, 
the result of our combat experiment can, again. 
be best summed up in the words of General 
Eaker. 

“American bombers can go to any target in 
Germany and beat off fighters on their way 
there and on the way back,” he said. “I antici- 
pate that we will have a big enough force by 
midsummer so we won't give a damn whether 
they know we are coming or not. The more they 
put up, the more we'll knock down.” 

General Douglas MacArthur, in the Pacific, 
has said the full power of attack from the air

has not as yet been realized even by our own 
leaders. - 

This view seems fully substantiated by Gen- 
eral Eaker and by the results of our, now con- 
cludéd, experiment. We wait, with intense in- 
terest, for evaluation of the contribution to 
final victory which will be made when our air 
power finally gets into action with its greatest 
potential strength.

The Largest Class 

Tonight, at the Fulton county aircraft train- 
ing center, at 165 Central avenue, the largest 
class yet to graduate will receive diplomas. New 
Classes, both day and evening, will open on 
Monday. Persons interested in taking the train- 
ing should register with the United States Em- 
ployment Service at 191 Marietta street. 

The graduating class for tonight will total 
150, the largest class since the training center 
was established. All the crafts taught are vital 
to aircraft production and, while there is no 
mandatory agreement, graduates are qualified 
for employment in plane plants. 

It is reported that the main cause of worry 
over the opening of the new Bell Bomber 
plant near Marietta, is labor supply. It is feared 
there will not be enough tr&ined workers avail- 
able to operate the plant at the capacity 
desired. Which means that completed bombers 
will roll out of the great doors of the main 
assembly building at a slower rate, in fewer 
numbers, than would otherwise be the case. 

There will be fewer bombers to strike at 
Germany and to carry the messengers of death 
to Tokyo. 

Of course the Central avenue training center 
is not the only place where potential workers 
are being taught the necessary crafts. There 
is, for instance, the NYA school at Marietta, 
where hundreds of young women and young 
men below draft age, are being taught. There 
are still other schools scattered throughout the 
area. 

At the same time the size of this graduating 
class, 150, seems woefully small compared to 
the need. The bomber plant will require tens 
of thousands of workers for full operation. 

All of which stresses the importance of 
everyone who can, men and women alike, 
taking a proper course in sheet metal work, 
machine shop work, engine maintenance and 
the other essential crafts for airplane build- 
ing. Before many months have gone the war 
demands for labor will involve jobs for everyone 
physically able to work. There must be no 
idiers if we are to exert the nation’s full 
effort for victory. And it is wise to learn an 
essential crafi as early as possible.

It will take the utmost effort from all of the 
people to save this country from total inflation 
and collapse. The spectacle of endless wrangling 
over adoption of a pay-as-you-go tax.plan cer- 
tainly adds no strength to that effort. A plan 
of such a nature will inevitably be put in force 
for the simple reason that it is the only way that 
the government will be able to collect the heavy 
taxes now being levied, and to be increased in 
the future. To put it bluntly, we have a choice 
between a pay-as-you-go plan and chaos.

HITLER RETURNS WASHINGTON, March 25.—The mystery 


s recent speech frdm Berlin are satisfied he is 
still among the living. London authorities have 
assured us there is no longer any doubt on that 
score. 

Even before Hitler broke his long silence we 
had been assured by Dr. Goebbels, the Nazi 
propaganda minister, that there was nothing 
wrong with the Fuehrer. Word from such a 
source, however, had failed to impress us. 

Dr. Goebbels’ chief claim to fame is that he 
has successfully applied mass production meth- 
ods to lying. He releases them upon the world 
in wholesale quantities. Naturally anything he 
has to say leaves us unconvinced. 

More convincing was the word passed along 

: to us by the British intelligence service some 

weeks ago that Hitler had been alive at that 

time and apparently in good health. That is one reason why offi- 

cial governmental sources took no more notice of his prolonged and 
mysterious disappearance, 

We now must assume Hitler’s only motive for holding himself 

in the background for so long was in shame of all the false promises 


THOSE OLD PROMISES These promises and statements are 
too 


: well known to repeat in de- 
tail. He promised the people the war would be over in 1941. 

Again he pledged the year 1942 would see the achievement of 
all Nazi objectives. 

Before that he announced the Russian Army had ceased ta 
exist as an integrated fighting force. 

His final superb oratorical blunder was in the solemn assurance 
he gave the German people early last fall that Stalingrad was in 
Nazi hands and no living force would ever be able to push them 
out of there. 

It was only a short time later the German besieging force at 
Stalingrad—some 300,000 of them—were encircled by the Russians 
and wiped out. Until last Sunday Hitler had not been heard 
from personally or seen singe, outside of Germany. 


CONTRAST This offers a contrast in the types of governmental 
leadership in the Axis dictator nations and the de- 
mocracies pitted against them. 

We used to be told one of the differences between Fascism and 
our miserable decadent democracies was that Fascism brilliantly 
illustrated the principle of leadership. The Fascist people, the 
Nazis claimed, were really led, where the democracies, cumber- 
some and inept, floundered around with our presidents and prime 
ministers. 

The Italians had their Mussolini, who on all suitable occasions 
would appear on public balconies, inflate his chest, and bellow 
defiance to a patient world, more amused than terrified at his 
bellicose soundings. 

The Germans had Hitler, the spellbinder, the magician, the 
neurotic who became carried away with the sound of his own voice. 

We and the British had only the president and the prime minister. 


DIFFERENT QUALITIES (It is interesting to contrast the 


leadership qualities during times 
of stress of our democratic governmental heads.and those of the 
Axis. 

After the fall of France, when Britain stood alone, ringed 
around with German planes and armies preparing for invasion, 
did Prime Minister Churchill retreat in gloomy silence? He did 
not. His voice rang with defiance and courage and a glorious 
resolution that touched men’s hearts throughout the non-Axis world. 

And when the Japs dealt us the treacherous blow at Pearl 
Harbor, did Mr. Roosevelt go into hiding? On the contrary he went 
straight to the people and congress, boldly faced the facts, admitted 
everything that military expediency permitted, and with it all 
breathed confidence and courage into the people. 


VASTLY DIFFERENT The performance of Hitler and Musso- 


lini has been just the opposite since 
war events began to take a bad turn for them. Mussolini is no 
longer appearing on balconies shouting threats at the world. He 
is giving the Italian people no courage or comfort in their dark 
hour. 

Hitler’s conduct has been even worse. While the Germans were 
winning victories and plundering Europe, while the British were 
being bombed and burned, his was the most triumphant voice. In 
those days he was in his element. Every Nazi anniversary, every 
special occasion, heard him add to his sneers and screaming threats. 

But after the German army met disaster at Stalingrad, after 
the Americans and the British poised their forces in Africa for an 
attack on his European fortress, and after German cities began to 
be bombed almost daily, he retreated into a silence as deadly 


as the tomb. 


SORRY DEMONSTRATION Not once during all that period 


when the Russians had the Ger- 
mans on the run, when Goering and Goebbels were mourning the 
loss of 300,000 Germans at Stalingrad, did he raise his voice in 
an effort to give new hope to his people. As the man who led 
them into their present plight, he allowed more than three months 
to go by without making a personal appearance. 
It was as sorry a demonstration of the qualities of real leader- 
ship as the world has ever seen.

NEW YORK,

Von Moltke Von Moltke, the 
recently appointed German am- 
bassador to Madrid, cuts off the 
task at which for some weeks he 
had been trying his hand: to en- 
tangle the Franco regime in a con- 
flict with the British and Ameri- 
cans. 

The German command wages a 
losing battle~in Tunisia. Trust- 
worthy military intelligence re- 
veals that the forces under Mar- 
shal Erwin Rommel do consist of 
heterogeneous elements which do 
not amount to more than nine di- 
visions, including five German di- 
visions, three of which are armor- 
ed, and four Italian, one of which 
is armored. Marshal Wilhelm Kei- 
tel is not in a position to divert 
to North Africa from the eastern 
front additional men and war ma- 
teriel. Therefore, he longs for the 
war to spread to Spanish Morocco. 


As a first step toward that goal, 
German diplomacy ‘has found it a 
difficult task to induce the Span- 
ish government to accumulate mil- 
itary power in Mglilla, Tangiers, 
Tetuan, etc. Political observers on 
the spot agree that Herr Von 
Moltke carried out that policy with 
undaunted energy. 

During the past two months, 
there was abundant evidence that 
he secured some limited results. 
For instance, it is not doubted any 
more, that Spanish troops in Mo- 
rocco have been: provided with 
some German materiel and that 
German officers are serving with 
them. Consequently, General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower is bound 
to keep a strong flank guard in 
the wesf, far away from the Tu- 
nisia battlefield. 

Is it to be inferred from those 
facts that the Spanish policy of 
neutrality may undergo a change 
for the worse, that General Fran- 
cisco Franco is likely to concede 
to Adolf Hitler at a moment when 
the prospects of a Nazi victory are 
dimmed what he refused him in 
times more auspicious to German 
arms? 


At any rate, some 
Some disquieting symp 

toms are on record. 
Symptoms General Munoz 
Grande, who up till a few months 
ago was in command of the Blue 
division in Russia and was recall- 
ed to Madrid, seems to have re- 
trieved his fortune. He was be- 
lieved to be in disfavor, but re- 
cently he was placed at the head 
of General Franco’s’ military 
household. General Juan Yague, 
who commanded the troops under 
General Osvaldo Orgaz, the high 
commissioner at Tetuarm (himself, 
a moderate), and was deprived of 
his post, is now invested with 
duties which keep him continu- 
ously on the move between Melilla 
and Algeciras. 

A German military mission re- 
cently in San Sebastian, and the 
presence of German officers is re- 
ported from Valencia and other 
cities on the Mediterranean coast. 
Military commands were reshuf- 
fled in northern districts and in 
the Balearic Islands, on the close 
of a tour of inspection which took 
the minister of the interior along 
the whole Pyrenean frontier. 
Moreover, while shortage of oil is 
alleged to have caused the inter- 
ruption of the Lisbon-Madrid air 
service, commercial planes ply 
their trade as usual from Madrid 
and Barcelona to Berlin. 

It is not easy to appraise cor- 
rectly the significance of such 
sundry details. In February, Herr 
Von Moltke was thought to have 
initiated secret meetings with ex- 
tremist leaders of the Falange and 
with discontented Army chiefs and 
to have ready at hand all the req- 
uisites of a coup d'etat. Allied 
diplomats, it is true, discounted 
those reports, but military circles 
paid heed to them.

ONE WORD MORE

RUML PLAN—CARLSON BILL A few days ago a gentle 


man wrote me that I had 
“hurt myself” with those who believe in democracy by advocating 
the Ruml plan, 
It was, he said, a device of, for and by the rich man. 

“Speak out on it!” he said, putting a lot of 
exclamation points at the end of the sentence. 

Well, I was for the Rurni plan. At the time 
it was the only such plan before the people. It 
would have allowed a few hundred persons, 
with enormous incomes, to have saved several 
millions in taxes. There never was much 

“ chance the Rum! plan would have been adopted 
so as to let them escape. But, even so, it 
seemed to me the Rum! plan was worth adopt- 
ing. 

There is no use denying the fact that there 
will be several millions of persons who will 
not be able to pay their tax bill. They are, for 
the most part, those who have never paid 
taxes before and their number is augmented 
by those in the medium salary brackets who 
live up to every cent they make because it costs 
them that much to live and not because they 
waste. 


If this country’s tax laws ever require a large police force to 
run down and arrest thousands of persons for not paying taxes, 
then indeed will the foundations of government be weakened and 
perhaps destroyed. If we ever get an attitude toward the tax laws 
such as we had toward criminal law in general during the period 
of the prohibition laws, we will have done this country more dam- 
age than has ever been done it before. 


It seemed to me highly important that some sort of plan be 
adopted which would enable taxes to be paid and which, at the 
same time, would supply the government with tax money on which 
to operate. 


The Ruml plan would have done that. The government would 
have gone right along, taking in tax money without any loss of 
revenue. It must be kept in mind that most of us pay on last 
year’s income out of this year’s money. 


LOGICAL BILL The opponents of the Rum! plan took up the 
“rich man” attack as the most effective one 
to confuse the issue. They succeeded in only a small measure. 

A recent Gallup poll showed that a heavy majority of people 
- oe was in favor of either the Rum! plan or some plan 

e it. 

A great many persons apparently had not thought about the 
necessity for some sort of version of the Rum! plan. Among them 
were those on civil service and those on retirement and pension 
funds of commercial institutions with such plans. 


On retirement, a civil service employe or one from one of the 
industrial houses with similar plans, would find himself or her- 
self needing a whole year of his pension, or retirement payments, 
to pay the income taxes required under the present law. In some 
instances the taxes would absorb 15 months of ahy pension payments. 


The person thus retired would have no income at all for 12 or 
15 months after leaving his or her job. 


It is imperative that the nation be put on a pay-as-you-go tax 
basis. And it is equally imperative, it seems to me, that we not 
create a large army of persons who have not, and cannot, pay their 
taxes and thus become liable to arrest and fine or imprisoment. 


Hence, I was in there backing the Ruml plan. There wasn't 
any other. Now has come a bill so logical it seems to me it cannot 
fail of passing. If the Democrats, having fumbled the ball in the 
Ways and Means Committee deliberations, fail in the congressional 
debates, it will hurt them nationally. 


It is, therefore, encouraging to see that Congressman Robert 
Ramspeck reports a survey which leads him to believe the Carlson 
bill, Number 2245, has a real chance to be passed. .

It Isn't Your Feeling About 


snakes But What You Do to 
Them That Matters 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


There are Christian people who say we should hate the Ger- 
mans and Japs, and others who say we should not. The difference 
seems to be chiefly in the definition of hate. 


The great Cardinal Mercier of Belgium, who experienced all the 
horror of a German invasion, told his people not to hate their op- 
pressors; but he also told them not to forgive until the Germans 
repented and made amends. 


He said: “Let us not confuse hatred, which is a vice, with the 
spirit of just vengeance, which is a virtue.” He believed it a duty 
to punish the Germans, but only for the guod of their souls. 

In the language of laymen, that means we sHould not punish our 
enemies merely for the pleasure of watching them suffer, which 
would indicate malice, but should punish them in a spirit of right- 
eous wrath, for their own good and for the good of the world. 


So it seems to be not a question of behavior, but of what feel- 
ing makes you behave that way. People may argue the theological 
point, but all can agree on the measures that gust be taken to save 
civilization. We must fight the Devil with fire; we must wage war 
by the methods that are necessary to win; we must smash our en- 
emies so completely they never again can menace the world’s peace; 
and we must punish the guilty—whether in grim retribution or be- 
cause, as Mercier said, “the will to avenge an evil is properly a 
virtue.” 

Our soldiers and sailors and fliers have learned that merciless 
toughness is necessary to survival. 


When our fliers had destroyed 22 war vessels and transports, 
they carefully mopped up the Bismarck sea and killed all men found 
on rafts and in lifeboats. That was something new in American 
war methods. The Japs taught it to us. 

When our Marines on Guadalcanal had stopped several Jap at- 
tacks, and over 400 dead Japs lay in windrows on a sandbar. men 
with Tommyguns or pistols walked down the line and carefully 
rekilled the dead. It seemed a brutal business, but it was necessary. 


After other battles, wounded or unhurt Japs lay among the fallen 
and pretened to be dead until our boys approached on errands of 
mercy, and then used their weapons with deadly effect before they 
could be shot down. The Marines learned to take no chances. 

It isn’t necessary to hate, provided we do what hate would do. 
The boys in action will pray or swear or laugh, according to their 
nature. It doesn’t matter, so long as they do a thorough job of

George Rector 
Discusses 
Meat Rationing 


Yes, meat rationing will be a reality in @ few days. After s0 much 
talk, it will be a relief to get a chance to see how it actually works 
out. There is no doubt but that it should ease the situation in many 


cases, such az the war worker who 


cannot market until evening and 


often finds little or no choice at that time of day. For theese whe 
have been cooperating voluntarily in the Share-the-Meat eampaign, 
meat rationing should prove no problem. 


You women, loyal as ever, have been 
clamoring to know what you could do 
to serve your country. Here is one most 
important job . . . one that should be 
done well and cheerfully. Secretary of 
Agriculture Wickard has said, “Food 
will win the war and write the peace.” 
Every American is now aware that, 
along with guns, tanks, planes and ships, 
our country’s food supply is one of our 
greatest weapons for winning the war. 
Because homemakers in every region 
of the country, anticipating the coming 
of meat rationing, have written me ask- 
ing questions about the meat rationing 
program, I am devoting today’s Bul- 
letin completely to answering those 
questions that are most typical. 


@ Almost every inquirer has asked, 
‘“‘What meats and other foods will 
be included under the new ration- 
ing plan?’’ 

Official announcements have now con- 

firmed that the red stamps in your 
present Ration Book No. 2 are to be 
used for the following: All fresh, frozen, 
cured and canned beef, veal, pork, lamb, 
mutton, (including all variety meats 
such as liver, hearts, kidneys, brains, 
etc.) ; all sausage; all canned fish; cheeses 
(except perishable cheeses such as cream, 
limburger, bleu, etc.) ; butter, lard, mar- 
garine, shortening, salad and cooking 
oils. 
@ A letter from a housewife in Louisiana 
inquires, ° Whether the red stamps 
will be usable at will throughout 
an extended period or will they be 
restricted on a weekly basis?’’ 

In the first month each holder of War 
Ration Book No. 2 will have a basic 
allotment of 16 points a week to spend, 
and family shopping may be done with 
the books of all members. During the 
first five weekly periods, red stamps 
from Book No. 2 will become valid and 
will expire on dates named below: 


Red Stamps 

Bearing Letter Become Valid Stamps Expire 
(A)—(16 points) March 28 April 30 
(B)—(16 points) April 4 April 30 
(C)—(16 points) April 11 April 30 
(D)—(16 points) April 18 April 30 
(E)—(16 points) Aprii25 (To be announced) 


@A lelier from Mississippi asks, **Will 
the rationing of meat be likely to 
reduce greatly the amount that my 
family is accustomed to eat?’’ 

It is difficult to give an answer to this 
question for any particular family, but 
I may say in general that the meat 
allowance under the present rationing 
plan is about equal to the annual peace- 
time average consumed in the period 


Under present ration allotments the 


estimated, will be about 1% to 2 pounds 
per person per week. The amount of 
meat that you obtain with your family’s 
stamp allotments will depend entirely 
upon the choice you make between meat 
and other Red Stamp itema. 


@ Now, here ta another very pertinent 
question, asked by an Ohio correspondent, 
which should be of interest to everyone: 
**What are the benefits of the point 
method of rationing?”’ 

Here are some of the benefits men- 
tioned by our Government: 


1. This system takes into account the 
fact that different cuts of meat have 
variable edible content. Lower point 
value is assigned to cuts that contain 


large amounts of bone and fat; higher 
point value to those that are com- 
pletely edible. 

. It gives wide range to your individual 
choice. 

. It also takes into account the pes 
ishability of certain meats, etc., per 
mitting lower point values to be 
assigned, for example, to certain vari- 
ety meats (brains, kidneys, hearta, 
etc.). 


4. The flexible character of the point- 
rationing system also offers an advan- 
tage in permitting quick adjustment 
of point values from time to time as 
changes occur in supply and demand. 


@ The next question concerns meat quaisty. 
A Pennsylsania housewife, accusiomed te 
‘always serving the best,” asks: “‘Does 
the point rationing system take 
meat quality into consideration?” 

Where the more popular cuts of meat 
are concerned, price is now, for many 
people, less of a consideration than point 
value. 

Since the highest quality meats re 
quire no more points than meats of 
obscure origin, you will find it an advan- 
tage under point rationing to shop at 
the most reputable dealers and to ouy 
quality brands, such as Wilson's Cer- 
tified Meats. 


@ ‘‘Since it is not always possible te 
cut meat or cheese to the exact 
poundage I may ask for, how do I 
figure points on the odd ounces?” 
inquires another correspondent. 

Conversion tables will be supplied all 

retailers by the OPA as-part of the 
official point list. This table converts 
ounces into points according to the per 
pound point value. If the fraction on a 
single sale is lese than half a point, you 
will not be required to pay an addi- 
tional point. 
@ Another woman is wondering, ‘what 
will happen when she does not have 
stamps in the exact amounts called 
for by her purchase of meat, cheese, 
etc.?’ 

In a case like this, the new program 
permits the retailer to give you “change” 
in one-point stamps of the series valid 
at the time of your purchase. 


@‘‘Will there be any advantage, 
under point rationing, in having my 
meat boned, diced or ground ?"’ asas 
@ New York housewife. 

No, I’m sorry to tell you, you can't 
get any larger quantity of edible meat 
with your stampe in that way. 

The butcher will weigh the cut first, 
figure the point value, and then proceed 
with the boning, dicing, or grinding as 
requested. 


@An Indiana woman asks hopafully, 
“Will the rationing of meats meas 
that dealers will have more pilenti- 
ful supplies?’’ 

The limitations which rationing places 
on individuals’ purchasing are intended 
to provide more equitable distributioa 
of meats, etc. to the various regions of 
the country. 


@ From I[ilinois comes tha pertinent tw 
quiry, “Is any effective control being 
planned to keep ‘black markets’ 
from upsetting fair distribution of 
meat under the rationing pre- 
gram?” 

Yes, indeed, a plan has been devel- 
oped for licensing all slaughterers that 
will require license numbers to be 
stamped on each wholesale cut of meat.

It would be folly to suggest sending a committee all the 
way to Santiago to study what has been done there in a 
vast and highly beneficial program of organized recreation 
in the playgrounds. The money it would cost would be 
as foolishly spent as the money the state spent sending the 
wildlife commissioner and his aide to study conditions in 
Wisconsin. 

But the fact remains that Atlanta could learn a lot by 
studying the South American way. 

For a long time, Chile ignored playground pro- 
grams. he government wasn’t interested. For a 
long time, athletic programs and events occupied a 
very minor place. 

There was, then, a remarkably high rate of juve- 
nile delinquency and an alarming spread of venereal 
disease. 

What Chile did to combat it successfully is told by 
Paul W. Barnhart, retired Methodist minister, who spent, 
I think, 19 years in Chile. He was secretary general of 
the Chilean corporation. Also he served on the Comision 
de Templanza y Estudios Sociales. Which, in English, 
means Commission of Moderation and Social Studies. He 
lives here now. 

Mr. Barnhart pointed out that the Chilean gov- 
ernment was behind a program of organized recre- 
ation—just so long as it didn’t cost too much. Ap- 
propriately, the government turned over part of the 
fines from the criminal courts for the program. 
Bulk of the money was furnished by the Methodist 
church. 

Mr. Barnhart admitted that he wasn’t sure, in the 
beginning, that athletics and recreation were the , 
solution to Chile’s problems of juvenile delinquency 
and social disease. 

“Doctor Carlos Fernandez Pena was the head of the 
Chilean league against alcoholism, and president of the 
National Educational Association of Chile. He was a strong 
advocate of athletic programs to combat these problems. 
I hotly disagreed with his theories at first. 

“But as they were put into practice I readily saw he 
was on the right track. There was remarkable improve- 
ment in conditions as time went on,” he pointed out. 


_ “Churchyards were turned into 
All Supery ised playgrounds instead of grave- 
yards. The native ministers quit attending conferences 
and spent their time instructing youngsters in playground 
recreation. 

“All play was supervised. They didn’t let the groups go 
out alone. Meanwhile, athletics for adults increased and 
there was a sharp decline in juvenile delinquency and 
social disease,” Mr. Barnhart continued. 

He told how the Catholic church broadened the 
programs and sponsored athletics on Sundays after 
church hours. And how it all helped give Chile a 
new outlook in health. 

Search as I did, I could find nothing in the Bible 
that did not admit of clean, wholesome recreation on 
Sunday. It gave the people something to do. And it 
kept them away from temptation,” Mr. Barnhart 
added. 

Chile looked at its problems in a sane, sensible manner 
and took the necessary steps to combat them. 

Atlanta has a few of these same problems today. 

And Atlanta today is looking at them. 

They don’t look good. 

But so far very little is being done about it. 

A lot of people wonder what Atlanta is waiting on. 


Time’s A-wastin’ For the need of an appropria- 

tion, Atlanta children are 
faced with no supervised recreation this summer. With 
mothers in defense work and fathers either in defense work 
or gone to war, children may have to shift for themselves. 


And that’s not good. 

We brag about our advanced civilization, and all 
that, but at this point we are far behind Chile in 
certain vital matters. Playgrounds is one of them. 

Playgrounds are the root of good citizenship, 
really. .And there must be organized recreation or 
it means nothing. 

Visitors from other large cities are astonished that it is 
a matter of debate in Atlanta. 

“Do you mean to say Atlanta hesitates to spend as little 
as $25,000 on organized recreation for its children when 
many municipalities spend four, five, six and 10 times as 
much and then wonder if it is enough?” they ask in gen- 
ulne amazement.

Your job as a housewife has taken on immense importance; a 
general directing the course of a battle has no greater responsibility 
toward his country than have you; actually he makes no greater con- 
tribution toward final victory than can you by doing your duty 
with unselfish devotion. Each battle front is important, and a victory 
cannot be won on one without being won on the other also. Food 
is a vital weapon of war, and the women of America fight with this 
weapon on the same home front. You get no citations and medals, 
and you get little recognition for the part you play. But regardless 
of these things you will have to remember, as problems and shortages

OPA has gotten wind of the fact that some people are buying 
meat this week, before the rationing begins, to be delivered to their 
homes next week. They are under the impression {hat in this way 
they'll be able to enjoy just one last roast, or thick steak before 
they have to begin exchanging coupons for them. 

These people have an unhappy surprise in store for themselves. 

The regulation says that any meat sold or delivered to a cus- 
tomer after 12:01 a. m. Monday will cost the exact amount of points 
that are listed for these items. 


Restaurants Can’t Serve 


Unlimited Meat Portions 

Some people have been under the impression that anyone who 
eats regularly in a restaurant would be able to eat all the meat 
he has a hankering for, when the rationing goes into effect Monday, 
while the people that eat at home and have a ration book to con- 
tend with would have to be satisfied with whatever amount their 
stamps allow them. 

The government is stepping, in however, to see that,the ad- 
vantages of eating in a restaurant are no more than the advantages 
of eating at home. 

The restaurants will be allotted a certain number of pounds 
depending on the amount of meat they sold last December, an 
how they stretch their allotment over the increased crowds which 
are expected will be up to each restaurant, according to the present 

lan. 

Some may decide to establish certain days of each week as 
meatless days, while it is possible that others may resort to the 
reliable method of “first come, first served.”
